THe New Flre-Tcmt Bill. 


Some two -weeks ago we published nn 


article sotting forth the iajury to the petro- 
leum trade caused by the adulteration of 
the ordinary 110 Ih-e-test kerosene with 
benzine, and advocated the passage of a law 
in this State for the detection and punish- 
ment of those engaged iu the nefarious 
traffic. At that tune a petition was being 
circulated in advocacy of a bill to be pre- 
sented ,to the Legislature, calling for an 
increase of the legal fire-test from 110 to 150 
degrees Fahrenheit. To this we strongly 
objected, first because tho present legal fire 
test of 
110 degrees is practically safe; 


second, beeauoo thnt portion of tho oil be- 
tween 110 and 150 degrees is the most bril- 
liant in its illuminating properties, and is 
tbe main feature of superiority over tho 
competativo sliale oils of Europe; and 
third, because it would drive tho business of 
refining out of tho State of Pennsylvania 
into other States. 
The signing of this peti- 


tion and tbe framing of tho now bill wero 
simultaneous, 
nnd 
most 
of 
those 


who endorsed it 
wero unaware of its 


real tendency until after their names bad 
been appended. 
Tbo bill ns now presented 


to the Logislatu.ro calls for 1-10 firo test 
which is thirty degrees higher than is neces- 
sary for absolute safety, and would involve 
an enormous loss of material to the Region. 
It is sincerely to be hoped that our Repre- 
sentatives at Harrisburg will not allow the 
bill to pass in tbis shape.

None of tbe additions can have any other 
effect than to disguise the color and odor of 
burning fluid, to clog tbo wiok of the lamp 
with imuuritiesi, and diminish the illumina- 
ting power. Tbo chnuoes of explosion aro not 
in the least aft'eoted by them, us it is the vapor, 
when mixed with a proper proportion of air, 
tbat explodes, and not the oil. No oil is 
soie which gives oft" tbis vapor at low tem- 
perature, 
no matter how many pota- 


toes or pounds of sulphur may bo added to 
it. Nearly all of the patented oils men- 
tiouod above havo been offered for sale in 
the United States under fancy mimos, such 
as "liquid gus," "aurora oil," "aafcty gas," 
"puroline," "pe.troline," "scptolme," "hexo- 
line," "safety oit," aud the like. Tho agents 
wbo hawk these wares about tho country 
display great ingenuity in deceiving thoir 
customers. They pour some of the oil into 
a can, :iud again empty it and sit down 
on 
tho eaii while a match is 
applied 


to the opening. 
They have as many 


(.ricks as tbo Chinese jugglers, aud generally 
persuade their yietiins to make n purchase. 
As it requires; eight or niiiQ parts of air to 
one. of vapor to produce mi explosive mix- 
ture, and aa equal volntiica of air anil vapor 
will burn quietly, tlioy take care uot to 
tiring about tho mixture tbat will send them 
up into the air, but make the proportions 
most favorable for their purposes.

Our laws 
me stringent enough, hnt theso oleaginous 
rogues drive a eonoh and four through them 
with impunity.
